Constitution approved 


SEOUL, Sooth Korea CAP) — 
Sooth Korean voter* overwhelm- 
ingly approved a new constitu- 
tion Tuesday, establ i s hin g direct 
presidential election* and other 
democratic reform* demanded in 
massive anti -government riot* 
last summer. 

Riot police in downtown Seoul 
battled protester* who urged 
voter* to boycott the referendum. 
Police said about 40 demonstra- 
tors were arrested. 

In another political develop- 
ment Wednesday. Kim Dae-jung 
formally split the South Korean 


opposition by announcing his 
candidacy for president. 

*EIecticn officials oeuartd the 
referendum approved early 
Wednesday. The approval rate 
was 93 percent with nearly all 
the ballot* counted; only a simple 
majority was needed. 

Officials said 80 percent of the 
country* 25.6 million eligible 
voters cast ballot*. 

The constitution reduces the 
power of the presidency and in- 
creases the authority of the legis- 
lature and the judiciary.

Material is still being taken out of 

the reactor for shipment to Idaho. 
Some 60 percent of it has been 
removed, Franz says. 

One unique aspect of the TMI pro- 
gram is DOE’S development of new 
shipping casks to transport the TMI 
material to Idaho, he sfcys. It was 
DOE that made the decision to get 
the material out of TMI because the 
site was not geologically suitable, 
says Franz and GAO. 

* Only a small portion of the esti- 
mated 160 tons of material is 
needed for scientific exa min ation. 
-Much of it will be stored in n pool.at 
INEL until the year 2000, soys 
Franz. It is then supposed to. be 
shipped to the as yet undesignated 
federal nuclear waste repository. 

The pool at INEL is used to store 
other radioactive waste materials. 
The way the TMI material is stored 
is basically the same as for other 
materials except that it is vented to 
prevent a gas buildup, says Franz. 

The principal hazard from storing 
it is that if the water drained out of 
the pod, the material would no 
longer be shidded, he says.

State sets date for parole 
of Peterman slaying figure 


BOISE <AP) — Andy Anderson, one of four youths 
eent to prison for the jailhouse torture-slaying of 17- 
year-old Christopher Peterman in 1982, has been 
given a parole date by the Idaho Commission on Par- 
dons and Parole. 

.At a parole hearing at the Idaho State Peniten- 
tiary on Tuesday, commission Chairman Tony Skoro 
sa id the board voted to grant Anderson a Nov. 21, 
1989, parole dote. 

It was believed to be the firet time the board had 
set a parole date so far in advance. 

Peterman was being held in the Ada County Jail 
over the Memorial Day weekend in 1982 after he 
could not come up with about $70 to pay traffic fines 

-and court coats _ — 

' Testimony at later trials revealed that four other 
youths held at the jail beat and tortured Peterman 
over a period of several hours. He finally died after 
being kicked in the head repeatedly. Anderson Baid 
Tuesday that he did not begin the ijBsault on 
Peterman, but that he did strike the teen-ager 
"maybe 15 times." 

Anderson, who has served five years and two 
months of a 21-year prison sentence handed down 
after he pleaded guilty to second-degree murder, said 
he regretted Peterman's death. 

“It was senseless. I shouldn't have been a part of 
it," he said. “I hadn't been in jail before and I didn’t 
know how to survive in a place like that. I was just 


going along with everybody else." 

Skoro said Anderson would be required to meet cer- 
tain conditions after his release in two years, as well 
iufto maintain a good prison record in the until his 
parole; He will be required to remain drug and alco- 
hol free and to stay clear of any establishment that 
serves alcohol, serve 80 hours of community service 
in the first sir months after release, and complete a 
substance abuse program and a vocational rehabilita- 
tion program, Skoro said. 

Before the parole commission’s vote, Anderson’s 
father, George Anderson of Boise, told board mem- 
bers that he felt partially responsible for his son s 
fate. 

— Thc elderAnderson said he'hnri the. money, to.b fl >L 
the youth out of jail, where he was being held on a 
traffic violation, but that that he had decided his son 
needed to learn a lesson. 

"We've all got great faith in him turning out, 
Anderson’s father said. 1 believe that ho’s been 
rehabilitated.” 

On Monday, the parole commission denied a re- 
quest for a parole date from another man .involved in 
Peterman’s slaying. Randall McKcown, 22, has been 
serving a 25-year prison term since pleading guilty 
to second -degree murder. 

Another hearing on McKeown’a cose was sched- 
uled for October 1989.

Constitution approved 


SEOUL, South Korea CAP) — 
South Korean votera overwhelm- 
ingly approved a new constitu- 
tion Tuesday, estahliahing direct 
presidential elections and other 
democratic reforms demanded in 
massive anti-government riots 
last summer. 

Riot police in downtown Seoul 
battled protesters who urged 
voters to boycott the referendum. 
Police aaid about 40 demonstra- 
tors were arrested. - 
In another political develop- 
ment Wednesday, Kim Dae-jung 
formally split the South Korean 


opposition by announcing his 
candidacy for president. 

Election officials tlecjared the . 
referendum approved early 
Wednesday.

The constitution reduces the 
power of the presidency and in- 
creases the authority of the legis- 
lature and the judiciary.

Berg trial jury selection proceeds 


BOISE (AP) — Andy Anderaon, one of four youths 
sent to prison for the jailhouse torture-slaying of 17- 
year-old Christopher Peterman in 1982,- has been 
“given a parole date by the Idaho Commission on Par-" 

, dons and Parole. 

At a parole hearing at the Idaho State Peniten- 
tiary on Tuesday, commission Chairman Tony Skoro 
said the board voted to grant Anderson a Nov. 21, 
1989, parole date. 

It waa believed to bo the first time the board had 
set a parole date so far in advance. 

Peterman waa being held in the Ada County Jail 
over the Memorial Day weekend in 1982 after he 
could not come up with about $70 to pay traffic fines 
and court costs. 

Testimony at later trials revealed that four other- 
youths held at the jail beat and tortured Peterman 
over a period of several hours. He finally died after 
being kicked in the head repeatedly. Anderson said 
Tuesday that he did not begin the assault on 
Peterman, but that -he did strike tho teen-ager 
. "maybe 16 times." - • 

' Anderson, who has served five years and. two 
months of a 21-year prison sentence handed down 
after he pleaded guilty to second-degree murder, said 
he regretted Peterman’s death. 

"It was senseless. I shouldn’t have been a part of 
it," he said. “I hadn’t been in jail before and I didn’t 
know how to survive in a place like that. I was just 


going along with everybody else." 

Skoro said Anderson would be required to meet cer- 
tain conditions after hia release in two years, as well 
as to maintains good prison record in the until his 
parole. He will be required to remain drug and alco- 
hol free and to stay clear of any establishment that 
serves alcohol, serve 80 hours of community service __ 
in tho first six months after release, and complete a 
substance abuse program and a vocational rehabilita- 
tion program, Skoro said. 

Before the parole commission’s vote, Anderson's 
father, George Anderson of Boise, told board mem- 
bers that he felt partially responsible for his son s 
fate. 

Tho elder Anderson said he had the money to bail . 
tho youth out of jail, whore he waa being held on a 
traffic violation, but that that he had decided his son 
needed to learn a lesson. „ 

“We’ve all got great faith in him turning out, 
Anderson’s father said. "I believe that ho’s been 
rehabilitated.” 1 

On Monday, the parole commission denied a re- 
quest for a parole date from another man involved in 
Peterman’s slaying. Randall McKeown, 22, has been 
serving a 26-year prison term since pleading guilty 
to second-degree murder. 

Another hearing on McKcown’s cose was sched- 
uled for October 1989. — — :

WASHINGTON (AP) - A year after President Reagan Bigned 
legislation to wage a war on drugs, critic* said Tuesday the first 
t battleTias been lost and support lias failed to reach the front 
lines: the streets of the nation’s dties. 

The U.S. Conference of Mayors released a study showing that t 
fewer than half of 42 selected major cities surveyed have re- 
ceived commitments for money under the law for local drug' 
education, treatment and enforcement programs. Fewer still 
have actually received any of the $700 million. 

Rep. Charles B. Rangel, D-N.Y., chairman of the House Select 
Committee ot\ Narcotics, accused the administration of delaying 
distribution oftho federal money through stateB to cities. 

“Even though it was a tremendous legislative victory and even 
though the president signed the bill with all the fanfare before 
the elections, what he has effectively been able to do is to deter 
the flow of legislative monies into the state and lofcal 
comm uni ti cs Ran gel sai d. 


AFL-CIO vows legal battle 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. - (AP) The AFUCIO, claiming that em- 
ployers are firing an average 10,000 workers a year because of 
their union activism,' on Tuesday derided to reopen a fight it nar- 
rowly lost a decade ago to chango the nation’s labor laws.. 

The 728 delegates to the federation's biennial convention here 
approved, without dissont, a campaign to seek amendments to 
the 1935 National Labor Rclatiopfl Act to restrict companies abil- 
ity to hire strikebreakera, fire union activists and use regulatory 
delays to thwart orga nizin g'drives or get rid of unions. 

“Employers today are permitted to lie and do everything possi- _ 
ble to frustrate the desires of hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can workers to come into the labor movement,” said Lynn 
Williams, president of the United Steelworkers Union. “In Eu- 
rope and Japan, those roadblocks are not in the way." 

AFL-CIO officials said. .a bill won’t be drafted until a new pre- 
sident is inaugurated in 1989.

11, and the measure now goes to a 
conference committee, where House 
and Senate negotiators \qjll work 
out differences between- the ver- 
sions of the bill passed by both 
chambers. 

While differing in numerous 
details, the Senate bill closely 
tracks the basic provisions of cata- 
strophic health legislation passed 
by the House by n 302-127 margin 
on July 23. . 

Notwithstanding that seemingly 
veto-proof margin, President 
Reagan had threatened to veto the 
House version because it contained 
a new prescription drug benefit that 
even proponents acknowledged was 
difficult to put a price tog on. 

The Senate compromise contains

Iraq claims attack on tanker; 
13th U.S. convoy sails gulf 


KUWAIT (AP) — Iraq «aid ita 
warplanes raided a tanker in Ira- 
nian watan Tueaday night in the 
campaign to destroy the oil exports 
that finance ita enemy’s war effort. 

A brief military communique is- 
sued in Baghdad said the planes at- 
tacked a "large naval target off the 
Iranian coast," the customary refer-’ 
ence to a tanker, shortly alter 7 p. 
m. It did not ida^tify the vessel and 
shipping sources in the Persian 
Gulf could not confirm the claim 
immediately. 

In Kuwait, which has been hit re- 
cently by three Iranian missiles and.,, 
a terrorist bombing, an official was 
quoted os saying civilians will be 
trained to help defend the 
sheikdom. 

Preventing attacks by Iranian- 
trained saboteurs appears to be the 
plan’s main objective. Iran, which 
' has been at war with Iraq since Sep- 
tember 1980, accuses Kuwait of sup- 
; porting its adversary.

the gulf had grown to 40 with the ar- 
rival of five mine sweepers and the 
start of a routine rotation of forces.

The officials, who agreed toais- 
cuss the matter only if not 
identified, said the mine-sweeping 
ships Esteem and Enhance were 
preparing to move into the gulf 
Tuesday and that three other mine 
sweepers — the Fearless, Illusive 
and Inflict — would do the same'in , 
the next day or so. 

The five mine sweepers have 
been at sea for more than a month 
because they were towed to the re- 
gion from ports on the West and 
East coasts to save wear-ond-tcar 
on their engines. Each of the 170- 
foot vessels is more than 20 years 


Their arrival in the gulf, however, 
significantly expands the U.S. 
Navy's ability to hunt for underwa- 
ter explosives. They will augment- 
ing a mine-sweeping force that cur- 
rently consists of RH-63D helicop- 
ters and small, 67-foot coastal mine- 
, hunting boats. 

Iraq said earlier in the day that 
ita air force made a 'successful and 
effective raid" on the Agha Jari oil 
field in southwestern Iron. Iran 
said one plane was shot down.

Instead, tho Republican senator 
decided to donate the money to the 
two Jewish groups. 

That prompted Schmidt to file his 
complaint, which claimed that tho 
“aims and purposes" of the Jewish 
groups “do not coincide with the In- 
terests of German-Americans at 
large," said FEC spokeswoman 
Karen Finucan. 


The complaint asked that Symms 
return the money to GAN-PAC or 
keep it in his campaign treasury. 

But the FEC general counsel 
pointed out that federal law allows 
any -member of Congress who was 
in office by Jan. 8, 1980 to dispose of 
exceis campaign funds in any man- 


ner that member chooses. 

The counsel also said that even if 
Symma had not been in office then, 
he could have donated the money to 
the two Jewish groups because fed- 
eral law allows congressmen to use 
excess campaign funds for any law- 
ful purpose they choose, including 
donating to charitable groups.

Time to move woody plants 


Cut down on winter drying 


The dry late summer and fall weather could make 
trees more susceptible to damage this winter. But, 
there are some simple steps that can be taken to 
minimize winter damage to trees. 

Trees which co mmonly suffer winter damo go in- 
clude upright junipers and arborvitae (both often re- 
ferred to as cedars), pines and young shade and fruit 
trees. 

Moat winter injury is actually do to (frying rather 
than low temperatures. The causes include drying 
winds, dry soil and rapid changes'll) temperature. 

* Injury from drying winds can bo reduced by wrap- 
ping susceptible evergreens such as junipers with 
burlap or making a windbreak with burlap on the 
windward Bide. 

Plastic does not make a good wrap because it in- 
creases the temperature changes underneath. Pines 
•and spruces also can bo damaged by drying winds. 
However, they are usually too large to make wrap- 
ping or windbreaks practical. 

jwTrcea need a good supply of moisture in their .. -. - 
tranches before the soil freezes. Needles of ever- 
greens and twigs and branches of all trees continue 
to evaporate water during fall and winter. 

; A thorough watering just before the ground 
freezes will replenish the water supply in the 
branches. Enough water should be applied to pene- 
trate at least a foot deep. This usually means at 
least 1 W2 inches of water. Most soils are very dry 
now unless they have been irrigated recently.

ous trees is subject to cracking and drying due to 
rapid changes in temperature. The radiant heat of - 
the winter aun.can rniBC the bark temperature 
abovo the normal air temperature during the mid- 
dle of the day. 

When the sun goes down, bark temperature may 
drop as much os 50 degrees in as few hours. 

Two methods can be used to reduce these rapid., 
temperature changes. > 

The easier method iB to paint the south and west 
sides of young tree trunks up to the lowest branch 
with white latex paint. The white paint reflects the 
sunlight. Do not use oil base paints because they 
can cause damage. 

Trunks can be wrapped with cardboard, burlap or' 
other porous materials which will allow some air 
movement next to. the bark. 

• The tree wrap shades the trunk from the radiant 
heat of the Bun and also retards rapid temperature 
drops. Tree wrap should be removed in April to 
avoid damage to growing bark.

In my experience, September is 
the best month for planting 
daffodils, though most gardeners 
get them in late October. They can 
be planted up ■ till'' 'Thanksgiving, 
and in a pinch up till Christmas. I 
have planted them in Fcbruapr. 
None of which changes my view 
that September is best. But you 
know how gardeners are — a day 


late and a dollar short, so I try not 
to scold. 

It strikes me garden tools have 
got rather expensive. I have a bdd 
habit o f leaving th em ou tdoors, lean- 
ing against the garage.

Never in my life have-I-seenVdog- 
wood buds so small as this year F6r 
‘a time I feared there wore not going 1 
to be any buds at all, but they did 
finally set at the tips of the twigs, 
though later than usual.

Time to move woody plants

Cut dow n on winter drying 


The dry late dimmer and fall weather could make 
trees more susceptible to damage this winter. But, 
there are some simple steps that can be taken to 
minimize winter damage to trees. 

■ Trees which commonly suffer winter damage in- 
clude upright junipers and arborvitae (both often re- 
ferred to as cedars), pines and young shade and fruit 
trees. 

Moat winter injury is actually do to drying rather 
than low temperatures. The causes include drying 
, winds, dry soil and rapid changes in temperature. 

Injury from drying winds can be reduced by wrap- 
ping susceptible evergreens such as junipers with 
burlap or making a windbreak with burlap on the 
windward side. 

Plastic does not make a good wrap because it in- 
creases the temperature changes underneath. Pines 
and spruces also con be damaged by drying winds. 
However, they are usually too large to make wrap- 
ping or windbreaks practical. ■ — 

• ir Trees need a good supply of moisture in their 
branches before the soil freezes. Needles of ever- 
greens and twigs and branches of all' trees continue 
to evaporate water during fall and winter. 

; A thorough watering just before the ground 
freezes will replenish the water supply in the 
branches. Enough water should be applied to pene- 
trate at least a foot deep. This usually moans at 
least lVi-2 inches of water. Most soils are very dry 
how unless they have been irrigated recently,

ous trees is subject to cracking and drying due to 
rapid changes in temperature. The radiant heat of 
the winter sun can raise the bark temperature 
above the normal air temperature during the mid- 
dle of the day. 

When the sun goes down, bark temperature may 
drop as much as 50 degrees in as few hours. 

Two methods can be used to reduce these rapid 
temperature changes. < 

The cosier method is to paint the Bouth and west 
sides of young tree trunks up to the lowest branch 
with white latex paint. The white paint reflects the 
sunlight. Do not use oil base paints because they 
can cause damage. 

Trunks can be wrapped with cardboard, burlap or 
other porous materials which will allow some air 
.movement next to the bark. 

The tree wrap shades the trunk from the radiant 
heat of the sun and also retards rapid temperature 
drops. Tree wrap should be removed in April to 
ovoid damage to growing bark.

Dollar-stretching tips for trip to Europe 


If you are planning a trip to Europe in these 
off-peak travel months, there are steps you can 
take to get the most out of the dollars you spend 
abroad. 

These steps can even make it possible to tako a 
trip that otherwise might be unaffordable. 

If today’s pattern continues, more of us than 
ever. before will be crossing the Atlantic this fall 
and winter. Fears of terrorism, which crippled 
overseas travel last year, seem to have vanished^ 

For the first half of 1987, European travel by 
Americana skyrocketed 24 percent over lost 
year's abysmal lows, sending a loud, clear 
message: Americans are willing to pay premium 
prices for their transatlantic getaways in celebra- 
tion of the fact thal European travel is once again 
considered safe. ■ 

Don Ford, chairman of the European Travel 
Commission, told my research associate, Beth 
Kobliner. “European travel is running much 
higher than expected. It doesn’t appear thst 
Americans are scared of not having enough 
money.” 

If you are traveling on a fixed budget (as most , 
of you will be), you will be trying as hard as ever 
to stretch your vacation dollars. Tips to help you: 

(1) Estimate your expenses realistically. This 
is on obvious point that is often overlooked, and 
it can make or break your trip abroad. Include es- 
sentials ouch as meals, lodging and nightlife in 
addition to "extras" such as sightseeing, phone 
calls and the like. A good travel agent can help. 

(2) Limit the number of excharige-rate transac- 
tions you make by realistically determining your 



expenses from the offset Why? Because each 
transaction costa you money. Compare rates at 
home and abroo d. You will get the best deal over- 
seas from a bank. But some shops may offer entic- 
ing rates to attract your business. Be on guard. 

(3) Buy travelers checks in the U.S. and ex- 
change those checks for foreign currency once 
you rcachyour destination. It costa U.S. banka 
money to transport and insure foreign currency 
bills sent here from other countries, and that 
charge is then passed on to you. By purchasing 
travelers checks and then exchanging them into 
foreign currency, you often receive a better ex- 
change rate than you do with cash, according to 
Tom Cash, senior vice president for the American 
Express Travelers Cheque group. The reason: 
Travelers checks are more easily processed 
through the banking system than cash. 

(4) Avoid paying unnecessary fees. For 
example, many banks, savings and loans, credit 
unions and organizations such as the American 
Automobile Association offer travelers checks to 
members at no charge. 

(6) Before leaving for your destination, pur- 
chase about $100 worth of local currency in a U. 

S. bank to have enough for arrival expenses. Ob- 


tain and keep about the same amount in U.S.*<JbI- 
lars for your arrival home. 

(6) Take a mtyor credit cord. The convenienoe - 
can’t be beat. Foreign merchants are particularly 
infatuated with the way Americans use plastic. 
Also, your money in a savings account back home 
is earning interest. One credit card — assuming 
it is a general credit card — should bo enough. Do 
not carry many cards, as you multiply your risks 
should your cards be lost orstolen. There also are 
some major drawbacks to consider when using 
credit cords. It is easy to lose track of howmuch • 
you are spending, which makes sticking to a bud- 
get all the more difficult. Tho dangers of credit 
cards seem to be multiplied'when you ore _ 
overseas.."”" 

17) Leave speculating to tho experts. You are 
not trying to make money on gyrations of the dol- 
lar against foreign currency. You are on a 
vacatioh.'Kcep that in mind when you ore lured 
into paying for “package" deals or “bundles" of 
travel ch ccks or any other lure. 

(8) Avoid changing money at airports. Tho 
temptation is increased by the feeling at the air 
port that you are already “ofT and you “need" for- 
eign money. It is almost always more expensive. 

Above all, follow your budget and stick to what 
you can afford. Anything else is a gamble, and 
you don't want to risk your entire vacation on a 
gamble.

Markets react with international unity

For worried American investors, 
the real clue to what waa coming for 
stocks Monday wasn’t hidden in a 
company balance sheet or even tho 
latest figurce on the U.S. economy. 

Rather, it waa to be found across 
the Pacific Ocean, in the panicky 
markets of Japan and Hong Kong. 

Stocks there were taking yet an- 
other severe beating. And as sun- 
rise spread across Europe and En- 
gland to the United States, bo did 
this latest market plunge. The ac- 
tion underscored a striking reality 
about today’s financial crisis, one 
for which the past offers no clear 
guidepost: nations have become 
linked in a single, interdependent 
financial community where events 
on one continent cause fortunes to 
rise and fall — with numbing speed 
— on another. 

. This linkage hna revolutionized 
divestment practices in the 1980s, 
Ond added a strong element of the 
unkn own: “Instead of having four 
or five separate, prominent stock ex- 
. changes around the world, it’s like 
there is one stock exchange — with 
four or five branches,” said Barbara 
8. Thomas, a senior vice president 
of Bankers Trust and former mem- 
ber of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

_j Monday’s events dramatized the 
point: Following a wecklorig’~ahut-' 
down to ease nerves, the Hong Kong 
exchange opened to a startling drop 
of one-third of its stocks' value.. 
Other, much larger, stock markets 
seemed to dive in unison: Tokyo fell 
6 percent, London 7 percent, 
Frankfurt 10 percent and New York 
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7 percent, according to the Institute 

Tho connections betwe e n the 
countries are financial, as individu- 
als and big institutions hove mark- 
edly hiked investment in other 
countries in recent years. They also 
are economic, as the U.S. budget 
and trade deficits affect other 
countries — just as the policies of 
other countries affect those deficits. 
And they ore psychological, with 
panic or exuberance in tho markets 
of one nation hop-scotching oceans, 
almost routinely. 

"It’e still a world of people, and 
people never change," said A.C. 
MoorejTlirector of-research with Ar- 
gus Research Corp. in New York. 
“People .have fear. People have 
greed. The potential for those re- 
sponses in the market is always 
present." 

Technology has given traders in 
these different countries the ability 
to follow stocks in markets through- 
out the world with virtually no 
interruption, arid to communicate 
with their own foreign offices 
instantly. Further, traders can shift 
money electronically with enormous 
speed. 

At the same time, individuais and 
institutions in one country ore in- 
creasingly inclined to invest oiitside 
their national boundaries, a develop- 
ment simplified by the changing 
' technology and increasingly etfsy ac- 
cess to stock exchanges. Thus, inves- 
tors know immediately of changes 
in a stock's value, even if the stock 
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is in another nation. For instance, if 
iBM-dropa- 0 a_the Ne w York Stock 
Exchan ge, that places immediate 
downward pressure on the stock in 
Tokyo, where it also is listed. 

■There is no such thing as a local 
market anymore," Thomas said. 

Indeed, the notion of keeping a 
“diversified" portfolio, long a watch- 
word for careful investors, has 
taken on a whole new meaning: “An 
investor doesn't just hold the stocks 
from one country," said -Michael J. 
Moran, chief economist at Daiwn 
Securities America in New York. 
“They have global, worldwide 
holdings, and they switch back and 
forth very easily." 

“Ten years ago, there wasn’t any 
foreign investment to speak of by 
(U.S.) pension funds,” said 
Lawrence E. Davanzo, in charge of 
pension consulting for Wilshire As- 
sociates in Santa Monica, Calif. 
"Now it's very, very commonplace." 

Davanzo said that many U.S. pen- 
sion funds now invest between 5 per- 
cent and 10 percent of their assets 
in foreign stocks and bonds, and 
that a “conservative" estimate of 
this foreign investment by U.S. pen- 
sions would be $50 billion. “When I 
.visit money' managers in London, 
they’ve got a group of people who do 
nothing but look at the American 
markets. In Tokyo, it’s the same 
thing," Davanzo said. 

...Such. internnfioi^_fintocialcon- 
nections are mirrored in the for*' 
tunes of national economies. The U. 
S. budget deficit has for years re- 


quired the nation to borrow from 
other c ountries — by selling them 
"'IYeasury'"bonds~= j — and~thi8-h as- 
placed a continued upward _ prt£“ 
surc on U.S. interest rates, so that 
the Japanese and others will find 
such bond purchases attractive. 

A fall of the Japanese stock 
market, with a decline of wealth, 
has troublesome implications for 
such foreign investment, both in the 
form of industrial ventures in the 
United States and also for financing 
the U.S. deficit: “If the Japanese 
have less money owing to a stock 
market shrinkage, it means they 
have less money to buy our Trea- 
sury bonds — which means our in- 
terest rates might have to go 
higher,”- said Mobre of Argus 
Research. Similarly, a downturn in 
the United States would hurt 
Japan, South Korea and other 
countries that rely on Americans to 
buy their products. 

It’s not that such relationships 
are entirely new — it’s that the 
speed and scald of such connections 
are unprecedented. 

In the 19th century, the United 
States had tics with Europe, but 
only “at about the speed of a steam- 
boat crossing the Atlantic,” said 
Stephen Mam’s, a senior fellow and 
economist -at the Institute for In- 
ternational Economics in 
Washington. “The other aide of it is 
that if and when aomething.is done. 
about_the U.S. budget deficit, the 
markets WilL immediately-^ back 
up again. Whether that’s good or 
bad news, I don't know."
